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1 . WILL BE POLLOWING UP ON DETAILS OP REP STATE TEL REQUEST 
AS SOON AS AVAILABLE. 

2. AIRCRAFT RETURNEDTO AMMAN ABOUT 1930 LOCAL NOVEMBER 6, 
LESS THREE HIJACKERS. ONE RELIABLE SOURCE REPORTS THAT ONE 
ITALIAN CITIZEN ELECTED REMAIN BENGHAZI ALTER DISCUSSION 
WITH ITALIAN CONSUL. 

3. AMBASSADOR DISCUSSED WITH PRIME MINISTER AT AIRPORT 
PRIOR TO SECRETARY'S ARRIVAL. HE SAID THREE SECURITY 
GUARDS HAD BOARDED PLANE AND TOLD PILOT THEY WERE ON 
SECRET MISSION TO LIBYA (OBJECTIVEWAS TO ASSASSINATE 
QADHAPI) AND THAT PILOT SHOULD NOT COMMUNICATE WITH 
ANYONE, BUT IP REQUIRED TO EXPLAIN HISBEHAVIOUR, TO 
CLAIM HE WAS BEING HIJACKED. PILOT, ACCORDING TO PM, 
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4. HE SAID LIBYANS RECEIVED PLANE WELL, REFUELED IT 
AND ALLOWED TI TO RETURN. PM CLAIMED THAT ONE OF 
HIJACKERS, ALL OE WHOM WERE EAST BANKERS, WAS IMPLICATED 
IN SMUGGLING WHICH APPARENTLY IS FAIRLY COMMON AMONG 
MEMBERS OF SECURITY DETAIL FFOR ALIA. OEFICERS WERE 
RECRUITED FROM REGULARARMY. ONE WAS FULL LIEUTENANT 
AND OTHER TWO SECOND LIEUTENANTS. (PM WAS LATER OVER- 
HEARD TELLING LT. GEN. RASOUL KILANI, KING'S INTELLIGENCE 
ADVISOR, THAT ONE OF HIJACKERS HAD COME TO PRESENT HEAD 
OF GENERAL INTELLIGENCE DEPARTMENT WITH INFORMATION ON 
SMUGGLING). MATTER HAD BEEN REEERRED TO ARMY CHIEE OE 
STAFE BIN SHAKER WHO APPARENTLY WAS NOT ACTING ON IT 
BECAUSE OF POLITICAL PROBLEMS. ARMY CHIEE OE STAEF HAD 
NOT TOLD KING ABOUT SMUGGLING PROBLEM.) 

5. PM RIEAI CLAIMS THAT FREE OFFICERS MOVEMENT HAS NO 
KNOWN EXISTENCE OR EOLLOWING IN JORDAN. SAID NAME 
COMES FROM EARLY NASSER ORGANIZATION AND PLO HAS USED 
IT OFTEN IN PROPAGANDDA BROADCASTS TO CREATE IMPRESSION 
OF DISSENSION IN JORDAN. HE IMPLIED MOTIVE WAS PROBABLY 
MONEY IN CONNECTION WITH SMUGGLING NOT POLITICS. SAID 
THIS IS WHY NO HOSTAGES TAKEN AND NO DEMANDS MADE BY 
HIJACKERS. 

6. SECOND SOURCE CLOSE TO ALIA CONFIRMS SOME OE DETAILS 
OF HIJACKERS' ACTIVITY AS RELATED BY PM, BUT SAYS THEY 
USED WEAPONS, THAT TWO OE THEM BOARDED ELIGHT AETER 
SWITCHING DUTIES WITH TWO OTHERS, AND THAT THIRD WAS ON 
LEAVE, BUT ALLOWED TO BOARD AT LAST MINUTE ON THEORY HE 
COULD PAY FOR TICKET IN AQABA. THEY HAD TOLD PILOT NOT 
TO COMMUNICATE, BUT PILOT CONVINCED THEM THAT WITH 
RADAR, HE SHOULD LET GROUND (IN SYRIA) KNOW WHO HE WAS. 

7. COMMENT: WHILE PM PUTTING BEST EACE ON IT, JORDANIANS 
CLEARLY CHAGRINED THAT SKY MARSHALLS (EAST BANKERS) SHOULD 
HIJACK PLANE IN ONLY AIR FLEET WE KNOW OF THAT STILL USES 
SECURITY GUARDS OUTSIDE OE ISRAEL. THEY BELIEVE TIMING 

FOR DAY OF SECRETARY'S ARRIVAL NOT ACCIDENTAL. AND 
WHILE PM MINIMIZES USE OF FORCE AND POLITICAL MOTIVE, 
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IMPLYING FLIGHT FROM CRIMINAL INVOLVEMENT, WE ARE 
SKEPTICAL OF STORY AND AWAIT WITH INTEREST ANY PUBLIC 
STATEMENT HIJACKERS MIGHT MAKE.
